Louisville. Ky., July 25. — A letter from El Paso. 
Te \ . . states that Alexandro de la Arena, a Mexican 
millionaire, will ship a pretentious racing stable for 
next winter’s meeting at Juarez, and hopes to make 
a good showing there racing against the cracks of 
the American -owned strings with his home-bred 
stock. The colts and tillies that the president of 
the Mexican Jockey Club will principally send to 
the post are the produce of mares in foal bought for 
this wealthy foreigner by L. Blum in Kentucky sev- 
eral years ago. Some of them are now three-year- 
olds, but the bulk are two-year-olds and of the 
latter the most is expected, as there are said to be 
some promising youngster* in the collection. 

It seems that horsemen going from the United 
States to Juarez this year will not encounter the 
trouble they had with geldings in getting over the 
border lino last season. An arrangement has been 
made with the government of Mexico by which 
geldings for racing purposes will be allowed to enter 
Mexico without duty. 

All the improvements around and on the grounds 
of the Juarez track are progressing well. Four 
hundred additional stalls are in course of construc- 
tion which with the 600 already constructed, will pro- 
vide accommodations for 1,000 horses. The contracts 
on all the improvements call for their completion 
by November 1 and this will bo easily accomplished, 
judging by the progress now being made in tin* work. 
As soon as the Empire City meeting winds up Secre- 
tary Lyman II. Davis will begin the compiling of the 
conditions of the numerous stakes to be run at 
Juarez, a considerable task in itself, as there will 
be forty or more of them this season. It is probable 
that the date of the closing of these events will l>o 
about the middle of October and during the pro- 
gress of the fall meeting at Churchill Downs. As 
soon us the Louisville meeting is cmlcd Secretary 
Davis will go at once to Mexico in order to have a 
month on the ground preparing for a gala open lag 
on Thanksgiving Day. 

Horsemen are much elated over the prospects of 
being able to race during the winter for $500 purses 
all' around. Turfmen of the J. C. Milam type, who 
Iih V“ shunned the winter tracks in recent seasons, 
arc attracted by the value of the races to be run 
at Juarez the coming winter and some of them have 
already determined to make a trip this season with 
a stable of horses to Mexico.

RACING GOSSIP FROM KENTUCKY. 

Louisville, Ky., July 25.— Will J. Shelley, clerk of 
the course and associate judge at Churchill Downs, 
was in consultation Saturday with Secretary New- 
man of the State Fair in regard to the program of 
running races to be given at Douglas Park this year, 
and the conditions of these events will shortly be 
announced. It is likely that, as last season, two 
running races will be on the card each day and 
that one of the events will be for gentlemen riders, 
modeled after the Gentlemen’s Cup Trophy annually 
hung up at the spring meeting of the New Louis- 
ville Jockey Club. Mr. Shelley favors adding to the 
purse in this race a handsome loving cup to be 
donated to the winning rider. He had only three 
starters in. this event last season, but In* hopes the 
coining fall to get together a field of half a dozen 
horses. 

Among the horses W. A. Kirwau took to Missouri 
from Latonia and turned out for a rest at Barney 
Schreiber’s Woodlands Farm were Charles Fox, Iwa- 
lani and Donovan. Mr. Kirwau .will bring, a string 
of the Sehreilier horses to Churchill Downs for the 
coining fall meeting. At present all hands at Wood- 
lands Farm are engaged in breaking the yearlings, 
of which there are upward of eighty head. Mr. 
Schreibcr also has some yearlings at the farm he 
has under lease in California. He told trainer 
Carroll B. Reid at Latonia that he now owns t)Oft 
head of thoroughbred horses w-hieh probably exceeds 
the holdings of any other owner of thoroughbreds 
in the world. 

Trainer Wayne Lewis expects to go to Lexington 
to look over some of the yearlings Irving II. Wheat- 
croft has at St. James Stud, on all of which he has 
set a price. He also wants to look over the Bissell- 
brod yearlings, all fillies, and prepare to ship them 
to Churchill Downs for breaking. Mr. Lewis lias ad- 
vised Mr. Bissell to buy not over three or lour good 
colts, as with the seven old horses on hand the 
string will be sufficiently large with the addition 
of seven or eight yearlings. All of trainer Lewis’ 
horses at the track are enjoying their rest, the two- 
year-olds especially being greatly benefited. They 
were all replated a few days ago and are getting 
slow work again. Mettie Berea ud especially looks 
well of the horses in the barn that are over two 
years old.

New York. July 25. — Sclioolmarm. J. A. Bennet’s 
good filly, showed a return to her two-year-old form 
at Yonkers this afternoon when she beat a band of 
fast sprinters in tin* three-quarter mile dash of 
the Kuickerlnjcker Handicap. She had been racing 
well of late, but the sprinting distance was not 
considered to her advantage in such company, and 
she was one of the long shots at post time. Mexo- 
ana. recently injured in a race by being crowded 
against the fence, was an added starter, and tlie 
early pacemaker, l’ollie Levy, which had been left 
at the post in her recent starts, after .being off 
badly, raced through her field to the head of* the 
stretch where she had a lead of two lengths. She 
looked a sure* winner at the furlong post, but School- 
marm got up under a long and hard drive to win 
in the last stride. Cherryola, ridden by Shilling, 
was third.

August 31, as there would be no racing, ami it was 
this that was tho basis for stories sent out that the 
New York tracks would positively close. A promi- 
nent jockey club official, who asked that his name 
be withheld, today stated to the representative of 
Daily Racing Form that nothing had been decided 
upon, and the same statement was made by Francis 
R. Hitchcock a day or two ago. I 11 the meantime 
Frank ,T. Bryan, of the Hunts Committee of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association, is mak- 
ing extensive arrangements for amateur racing in the 
fall, so that if the larger tracks should dost* tlie 
amateurs will be ready to keep Interest in the sport 
alive. 

Jockey Archibald, after riding Tay Pay in the first 
race, was overcome by the heat and had to cancel his 
subsequent engagements. 

Starter William Murray is here from Latonia and 
has signified his intention of taking a holiday until 
fall.

His 
present owner found the horse drawing a buggy for 
a minister in Texas and. knowing him to be a 
thoroughbred, offered to train him. The minister 
refused, but offered to sell the horse for $150. ITo 
changed owners and became famous as the “Texas

TURF TROUBLES IN MARYLAND. 

Building of New Track at Marlboro Likely to Pre- 
cipitate a Conflict with Old Established Pimlico. 

New York. July 25. — Unless a truce is patched up 
Marla lid may be the scene of a bitter turf war be- 
tween Pimlico and a new race track now under eon 
struct ion in Prince George County, to he called New 
Marlboro Park. The promoters of this new venture 
have oignnized under the name of the Southern 
Maryland Racing Association, with Arthur N. Elrod 
general manager, and with tin* sanction of tin* South- 
ern Jockey Club a twenty-days meeting will be in- 
augurated Septemlaq* 26. New Ylarlboro Park is forty 
minutes ride from Washington and fifty minutes from 
Baltimore. It is a unle In circumference, with up- 
to-date ap|M>iiitiiieuta aud conveniences. 

iii breaking into the state of Maryland, where 
bookmaking is legal aud racing at a single track 
is limited to forty days a year, the New Marlboro 
promoters have not consulted Pimlico. Neither have 
they shown a desire to receive a sanction from the 
i Jockey Club, which has always controlled the Pim- 
lico meeting. Itut the promoters have turned to 
the Southern Jockey Club for its sanction and have 
shown much independence in applying for a state 
license, which will be forthcoming. The Southern 
Jockey (’lub. so-called, was formed last winter and 
is coui|M»sed of the Jacksonville and Tampa tracks. 
It is infernal therefore that some of tin* men who 
promoted winter racing in Florida are interested in 
tin* Maryland venture, which will not receive the 
official approval of the Jockey Club. That means the 
promised meeting at New Marlboro Park will b** an 
outlaw affair and will cause much friction with the 
Pimlico managers, who realize that their monopoly 
of racing in Maryland is about to be challenged. 

Last year reformers tried to have anti-race track 
legislation passed in Maryland, but the project was 
defeated in its incipient stages because it was shown 
that there were only thirty days of racing at Pim- 
lico each year. But with the springing up of this 
new’ track, built and controlled by professionals, 
will come serious trouble, it is predicted. Pimlico 
will have its usual meeting this fall with the Jockey 
CUlb’s approval, hut the dales haVe not been decided 
njioii yet. If the Jockey Club frowns upon tin* New 
Marlboro it remains to In* seen what action horsemen 
will lake. Pimlico will surely ask the Jockey Club 
to declare tin* new track an outlaw. 

Meanwhile it is said that Jamestown. Va.. will 
hold a fall meeting, but t lie promoters may fall in 
line with the Southern Jockey Club this time as a 
matter of policy, for the meeting will depend upon 
horsemen that will race in Florida during tin* win- 
ter. Jacksonville will open on November 15 or per- 
haps earlier, it is said, because of the expected cur- 
tailment of tin* local racing season, while Juarez, 
Mex.. will open its gates shortly afterwards for a 
meeting of one hundred days. AH of w’hicli means 
that there will he plenty of racing for horsemen after 
tin* New’ Y’ork tracks close.
